On Tuesday night, law 
enforcement at both the county 
and city level here in Fulton 
County received reports, as 
well. 

“We had two reports 
involving two machines at 
Roger’s Lube and Tire and one 
at Cargill sometime on Monday 
night, May 20,” stated Hickman 
Police Chief Tony Grogan.

In the past three weeks 
reports have also been filed 
with the Lake County Sheriff’s 
Department where three drink 
machines were vandalized in 
Tiptonville, Tenn. 

Chief Grogan also mentioned 


that Obion County had the report 
of an incident approximately 
two weeks ago in Obion County 
in the vicinity of the lake. 

It is unclear at this time if 
these incidents are related and 
no arrests have been made. 

Business owners who have 
drink machines located on their 
property are reminded to keep a 
close check on them and keep 
them in well-lit areas. “I empty 
my machines on a daily basis,” 
added Roger Gordon, owner of 
Roger’s Lube and Tire. “I have 
had machines located at my 
businesses for over 10 years and 
this is the first time that this has 
happened.”

Lexington, KY, May 13,2013 
— Farm Service Agency (FSA) 
State Executive Director John 
W. McCauley reminds landown¬ 
ers, farmers, and ranchers that 
the opportunity to enroll in the 
Conservation Reserve Program 
(CRP) general sign-up 45 begins 
Monday, May 20 and ends June 
14. Producers who want to of¬ 
fer eligible land for CRP’s com¬ 
petitive general sign-up may en¬ 
roll at the Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) county office where their 
farm records are maintained. 

CRP is a voluntary program 
available to agricultural pro¬ 
ducers to help them use en¬ 
vironmentally sensitive land 
for conservation benefits. Pro¬ 
ducers enrolled in CRP plant 
long- term, resource-conserving 
covers to improve the quality 
of water, control soil erosion, 
and develop wildlife habitat. In 
return, USD A provides partici¬ 
pants with rental payments and 
cost- share assistance. Contract 
duration is between 10 and 15 
years. Producers with expir¬ 
ing contracts and producers 
with environmentally sensitive 
land are encouraged to evalu¬ 
ate their options under CRP. 

CRP continues to make major 
contributions to national efforts 
to improve water and air qual¬ 
ity, prevent soil erosion by pro¬ 
tecting the most sensitive areas 
including those prone to flash 
flooding and runoff.

showing concern for the fact 
that a generation of children had 
been wiped out because of this 
incident,” Parnell continued. 
“As fathers they understand the 
devastation of this event.” 

With this in mind, Parnell has 
decided to give the men their 
May state payment, while still 
making the donation to the clean 
up efforts in their name. So far 
the amount the 120 men have 
raised, as of Thursday, May 23, 
is $427. 

“This is the first time a 
group of men, 120 in all, have 
come through my jail and 
have offered to do something 
like this,” Parnell said. “I have 
probably had up to 30,000 men 
pass through these walls.” 

On Thursday afternoon, 
Parnell addressed the Hickman 
Rotary Club asking them to 
meet the challenge of these men 
who, when they are released, 
will probably have no home to 
go to. “Some of them have no 
place to go home to when they 
leave here,” he said. “Many of 
them go to halfway houses until 
they obtain a job and find their 
own apartment.” 

The Hickman Rotary Club, 
in conjunction with the Murray 
Rotary Club and other Rotary 
clubs in the area, did collect 
items like water, snacks, blue 
jeans, hand sanitizer and more 
to send to Oklahoma. They also 
took up cash, as well. 

First State Bank in South 
Fulton, Tenn., was the drop off 
point for Rotary Clubs here in 
Fulton and Hickman counties 
and other area businesses, also 
made donations. The items were 
then taken to the Murray Rotary 
Club before being transported 
by bus and arrived in Shawnee, 
Oklahoma around 5:45 p.m. on 
Friday, May 24. “We collected 
two pick up trucks full of items,” 
stated Amy McCord of First 
State Bank. “One truck was full 
of cases of water and the other 
included lots of snack items, 
canned goods, work gloves, first 
aid supplies, various clothing 


items, and caps. Waymatic 
donated a box of caps and shirts. 
We also received $1,382 and a 
gift card.” 

“The joint efforts of the 
Fulton, South Fulton, Hickman, 
Mayfield, Paducah and Murray 
clubs raised nearly $8,000 and 
filled two buses with supplies,” 
added Murray Rotarian Tab 
Brockman. “The crew left at 
3:45 a.m. on Friday morning 
and arrived late Friday 
afternoon. It was a wonderful 
cooperative spirit by our clubs 
and by our citizenry throughout 
the region.”
